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SESSIONS WILL BE SECRET. 
Senator Borah in a speech 
delivered 
in Asbury Park, N. J., last night called 
upon the American people to demand 
that the coming sessions of the disarm­ 
ament conferences be held in public 
and that every act of the body be done 
absolutely in the open. “Pry open the 
doors,’’ exclaimed he. 
“Let the sun­ 
light of publicity beat in on the dark 
and secret plans.” 
In this the senator is but voicing the 
thoughts of very many senators, those 
especially of what is known to be the 
“irreconcilables” in 
the 
republican 
party and the attitude is assumed, 
without a doubt, so as to appear con­ 
sistent now in their abuse of President 
Wilson for consenting to secret ses­ 
sions of the great body that met in 
Paris to settle the problems of the 
world war. 
This question 
has been 
agitating the senate for some time but 
the agitation is not very profound and 
the question is 
not a very 
puzzling 
one. 
Everybody knows in advance 
what the answer is to be. 
The 
ses­ 
sions of the conference— at least the 
very important ones— will be secret 
because that is the only way in which 
the conference will be able to transact 
business. 
Every intelligent person knows this 
without being told. 
Democrats like 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi, for in­ 
stance, who are insisting upon public 
sessions neither 
expect nor desire to 
have their wray. They are simply tak­ 
ing legitimate advantage of an oppor­ 
tunity to expose the hypocrisy of re­ 
publican criticisms of President Wil­ 
son’s course at Paris. 
It is a bit of 
byplay which w ill do no harm and for 
which Senator Harrison and his col­ 
leagues should not be censured. 
As for Senator Borah, it is im­ 
possible to believe that a man of his in­ 
telligence really believes that the bus­ 
iness of the 
conference 
can be con­ 
ducted in public. 
Mr. Borah is merely 
playing his usual game. 
He assumes 
a virtuous 
cast 
of countenance and 
emits 
virtuous 
language. 
A 
few 
speeches denouncing 
“secret 
diplo­ 
macy” will make the “peepul” think 
all the better of Mr. Borah. 
Meanwhile the administration is en­ 
gaged in gently preparing the public 
for the secrecy which is certain to in­ 
vest the sessions of 
the 
conference. 
The first step is the statement that ad­ 
ministration leaders are beginning to 
feel that it would not be wise for this 
government to insist on open sessions. 
As a matter of fact, this government is 
much more likely to insist on secret 
sessions— though it will 
not 
find it 
necessary to do this, as the other gov­ 
ernments would no more think of pro­ 
posing open sessions than they would 
consider jumping over the moon.

In other forms disrespect 
for law may be rife in Europe, but Eu­ 
rope long ago outgrew the lynching 
habit, and immigrants 
coming 
here 
from Europe do not bring with them 
a predilection for lynching parties. 
We may justly hold the “polyglot 
foreign 
invasions” 
responsible 
for 
many 
bad 
things, 
but we cannot 
blame them for what The Times calls 
the “mob germ.” 
We do not owe to 
them the existence of that germ in the 
virulent phase with which we in this 
country are so sadly 
familiar 
from 
Cape Cod to Florida. 
It is an Ameri­ 
can growth. 
Foreigners who come to 
this country are easily infected by it, 
but that does not relieve us of respon­ 
sibility for the existence of the germ. 
There may have been more foreigners 
than Cape Codders in the Barnstable 
mob; but even if that was the case, 
the fact remains 
that the foreigners 
were practicing a form of lawlessness 
which they learned in America.
